Claim 1 has been found to be allowable because the prior art of record either 
alone or in combination neither discloses nor makes obvious the monitor camera 
comprising the particular feature of the hold-down portion engaging with the shooting 
window member with a surface perpendicular to the direction of the thickness of the 
shooting window member in combination with the shooting window member being 
configured by a first plate-shaped member and a second plate-shaped member having 
a size smaller than that of the first plate-member being bonded together, further in 
combination with the other particular combination of features recited in claim 1 .
